lipntLons to the public, incurred by tho ac- 
ceptance of a franchise for n specific pur- 
pose; It is placod under tho imputation of 
having moro regard for Lho profits of 
Hhureliolilers than far the convenience of 
citizens, and It is declared to bfi tha com- 
pany's duty to man Its cars at whatever 
expense uiny bo nocossary. 


Thy court will today liear counsel upon 


tho question whether the writ shall be 
peremptorily or alternative, or, in other 
words, whether tho company shall be re- 
quired to eng:igo a full complomant of 
operatives forthwith, regardless of tho 
questions of wapes and hours of labor, or 
whether it shall bo dLroctod to do the best 
it cuu under the circumstances.

"piccji; of eight; " third, that it is derived 
from a representation of the pillars of 
Hercules, consisting of two ncedleliko 
towers or pillars connected with n scroll 
(thu 
old Spanish coins marked with tho 


pillar device were frequently referred to 
as " pillar dollars"); fourth, that it is a 
combination of "H S," tho ancient Ro 
man mark of money unit; fifth, that it is 
a eombinat.ion cf 1J and S, from peso dnro, 
signifying "hard dollar. " In Spanish ac- 
counts peso Is contracted by writing the S 
over P and placing it after the sum. 


SettlnB tho River on Fire. 


"SotLing the Thames on fire" is an oft 


beard saying, but probably few people 
know its origin, concerning which tho fol- 
lowing explanation has been given: In the 
tinio oE our forefathers corn wus ground 
in a rough instrument called a''temse." 
This was merely a strjno hollowed out to 
receive tho corn, with n pieco of wood 
passed through it, which, being rapidly 
turned, ground the earn to flour.

wooden handle was turned with sulliciont 
farce, tho friction of the wood against the 
stono would cause the stick to catch fire, 
but as it required considerable energy to 
produce thia effect the person who could 
accomplish It was thought smart, and he 
who could "set the temso on fire" was

than now if much care in used. Scrapo 
away every particle of the old varnish 
•with an old case knife or a tit ol glass, 
thouuse coarse eanrtpnpdr. Dust off -well 
•with a brush before applying new var- 
nish. Afber thin wipo with a soft rag. 
Now remove the article to another room 
•whore thero is no disturbed dust. Never 
stain the •wood. If you do not -wish the 
polished surface, rub it down with rot- 
tuu stone aud oil to a dead satin or egg- 
shell finish. Here is an excellent mix- 
ture for cleaning of old or now furni- 
ture: Pure raw linseed oil, a quart; 
spirits of \vine and vinegar, hali a pint 
of ench; butter of antimony, 2 ounces; 
Hpiritsof turpentine, half a pint. Shako i 
well bofoi'e using. 
Uso a rubbing pad 


made by rolling up n 2 inch strip of 
•woolen cloth.

for now furniture. 
Where the varnish j 


has become old and tarnished dissolve 4 
ouuoea best gum shellac in 2 pints of !)B 
por cent alcohol.

When well mixed, add -Jounces 
of sulphuric ether and 4 ounces of am- 
monia water. Mix thoroughly.

Then pull up the sash when 
the wind is making itself known, and 
the air passing over the string and 
through the holes will produce very 
charming and unexpected sounds of mu- 
sic.

Take pieces of buttonhole 
twiat and thoroughly wax them. Tie 
each end firmly to a peg and thrust tho 
pegs down the crevices between the two 
sashes of your southern or western win- 
dows, stretching thu silk as tightly as 
possible. This second and very uncom- 
plicated device is tho means of bringing 
you equally sweet sounds of music as 
tho fii-st.

feet, they never could live on their earn- 
ings. In the shops nnd factories just out 
of Paris and Lyons girls get 12 cents a 
day. They will make a man's shirt for 
SO cents, a akirt for 20 cents, a petticoat 
for 10 cents, a eight robe for 8 centa 
and a cloak for 15 cents. A girl without 
a trade cannot live on what she,honest- 
ly earns at job work. The little girls 
who go from school to tho dressmaking 
shops run errands, clean, sweep, dust 
and pack, pull bastings, seam skirt lin- 
ings, stitch, pink and gather ballayeases, 
baste in belts, bustles and sachets and 
receive from 20 cents to $1 a week. Hap- 
pily this salary is raised at the rate of 
£0 cents every month for throe years, 
when the apprenticeship expires.

hank, is 
also closed. 
Cashier 


Ti-acey R. Morgan of the savlnga bank Is a 
defaulter. 


Tho announcement of the defalcation of 


Cashier Morgan has created much excite- 
ment. .He has been mayor of the city, 
and during his 30 yanre' residence here haa 
beeu looked upon as an upright citizen. 
He la about 70 years old, and though he 
has been a closo applicant to business hla 
bodily vigor ia unimpaired. 
- Bank Examiner Backus had been in the 
city but one day when he discovered that 
during the past 30 years a correct tilnl 
balance hnd never been taken In that 
bank and that the cashier refused to bal- 
ance almost Invariably. In spite of the 
fact that the number of the bank's deposi- 
tors had Increased daily, the amount on 
deposit had declined, showing that some- 
thing waa wrong. 


Where Did tha Money Go? 


The great question here is, What has 


Morgan done with the money? It Is not 
known that he was extravagant to any ex- 
tent, or that he had any particular vices 
which would nld him in getting rid of a 
fortune. He lived quietly and has devoted 
apparently moit; of hie tlmo to business. 
He has kept the books of tha savings bank 
almost entirely alone. 
Nona one of tho 


employes knew anything of his accounts, 
with tho exception of a young girl, who 
has for several years boon Morgan's chief 
helper. 


Last nlglit a watchmnn slept in the 


bank to pravent any one from tampering 
with tho books. 


The statement that all the other banks 


are in a flurry, a report that early in tho 
day gained some credence here, is not 
borne out by the foots. Each bauk is pre- 
pared for a bad run, and them is fully 
11,000,000 more In the city than the total 
amount of tho deposits in all the banljs. 


It was reported about the oity that Harry 


Ross, of the defunct Merchants' bank and 
the private bank of Roas & Sons, was miss- 
Ing, but tho report Is not true. 


Morgan has not been arrested. His ago 


is such that it la believed that he IB not 
able to leave the city. Nevertheless, he is 
now under police surveillance.

bo Inflicted, for certain offenses. Often the 
executioner of tho sentence Inflicts 10 or 
20 times ns runny blows upon the miked 
victim nfi tbo law designates. The Shang- 
hai newspapers nwhile ngo reported that 
between a, 00(1 nnrl 3,000 strokes of tho 
bnmhoo hnd been Inid upon tho backs of 
two old persons -who hnd been found guilty 
of. levying blnckmail, and that in addi- 
tion to this nwful punishment their an- 
kles hud been broken with on Iron hniu- 
nier. 


An educated Chinese who id practicing 


Inw in this country made a remarkable 
iiiouso for tho brutnlity cif his countrymen. 
Ho spoke of tho "abscnco of nerves" In 
the Chinoso, said his people weru appar- 
ently not so susceptiblo to pain na . most 
Dthcr human beings, nnd on this nccount, 
bo argued, Chinese punishments arc not 
specially cruel. 
This testimony has been 


directly eontrndicted by somo of the nus- 
Bionnries in China. 


Tho fact is thnt in some parts of tho 


country punishments are inflicted which 
arc not authorized by law, nnd tho govern- 
ment, has tried in vain to put an end to 
theso cruel and illegal practices. 
Tho Pe- 


king Gnzetto reported soiuo years ngo tlmt 
in some of tho country districts of Yunnnn 
tho people were in tho habit of burning to 
death any mnu who wns caught stealing 
from the fields grain or other ugriculturul 
products. They wero Ilablo to punishment 
themselves for such atrocities, but they 
took pains to sec thnt there wns no danger 
of a complaint being lodged ag;iiiiKt them. 
They threatened tho relatives of tho cul- 
prit with death if they .made complaint 
and ostensibly made them parties to tha 
crime by compelling them to tnka Ingots 
and ligbt tho fire themselves. 
This terci- 


hlo custom bsgnii to bo prncticed at tho 
timo of the Yunnnn rebellion, whon tho 
peoplo wero in dnngor of starvation, and 
no efforts of the government have elnco 
availed to eitirpnto it. 


Books on China abound with instances 


of unusual .iud almost unheard of cruelty 
to prisoners. 
Pnthor Huo, in his "Trav- 


els, "says that on one occasion he saw n 
number of prisoners whoso hands wero 
nailod to the carts in which they wore be- 
ing taken to jail. Ho learned that the con- 
stables had forgotten to bring their shac- 
kles with them nnd so employed this 
method of preventing their prisoners from 
escaping. — New York Sun.

(t-ho old Spanish coins marked with tho 
pillar device vrere frequently rcl'orrod to 
us "pillar dolhir.s"); fourth, that ic is a 
combination of "H S," tho ancient Ro- 
man mark of money unit; fifth, that it is 
n, combination of P and S, from peso duro, 
signifyIng "hard dollar. " In Spanish ac- 
counts peso is contracted by wrltlug the S 
over P and placing it after tho sum, 


Setting tho River on Fire. 


"Sotting the Thames on fire" is an ofb 


henrd saying, but probably few people 
know its origin, concerning which tho fol- 
lowing explanation has been given: In the 
time of our forefathers corn was ground

in denominations of $1, ?2 and 96, or oC sil- 
ver dollars 1C tho roculvors prefer. To back 
these silver certificates, it Js proposed to 
coin all the bullion In the treasury, which, 
Including $5J,000,000 seigniorage, amounts 
to $181,000,000. It la calculated thftt not 
more than §40,000,000 can bo coined in n 
year. 


The changes In tho banking features of 


tho plan provide that while tho banks 
shall hold tho same roscrvo now required, 
one-half shnll bo in legal tender green- 
backs or Sherman notos. Rep rose ntativc 
Cox explains that this arrangement would 
relieve tho treasury of the raids upon Clio 
gold mndo possible by the large volume ol 
outstanding notes, alncc It would dispose 
of 5-1*00,000,000 of notes by iising them to 
form the basis of banking and 5100,000,000 
for reserves In banks. It Is conceded thai 
It might be necessary to empower the 
secretary to issue low rate bonds to pro- 
tect the treasury against largo withdrawals 
of gold. 


Allidon'fl Bill Favored. 


The proposition of Senator Allison to 


authoi'i/.o the secretary of the treasury to 
Issue exchequer notes to'run one, two and 
three years, bearing a low rate of Interest, 
appears to meet with, much favor on both 
sides of tho chamber. 


They would bo simply in the nature of a 


temporary device to assist the treasury In 
tiding over tho prosonb crisis, and afford a 
breathing Efiell until tha optratlcms nf the 
new tariff law had been fairly tested as to 
Its ability of producing sufficient revenue 
to meet the demands of tho government. 


The free coinage senators on both sldea 


of tho chamber, it Is understood, will not 
antagonize a measure- of this sort. They 
havo announced their determination to 
antagonize and 
defeat any proposition 


looking to the issue of bonds to run for o 
long period, redeemable in gold. 


The advantage of exchequer notes, in 


tho minds of those senators who are op- 
posed to the isauo of bonds, Is that they 
cunnofc bo utilized by tho banks. It is 
now tho belief of those senators who un- 
derstand the situation In tho senate that 
the authorization of something1 like those 
notes will be tho only legislation that can 
be enacted at this session. 


In order that there should be harmony 


and uniced action among tho Republicans 
concornlng financial legislation, a Repub- 
lican caucus will be held today for tho 
purpose of considering matters relating to 
tho financial situation and other import- 
ant legislation to be enacted at this ses- 
sion. Tho Republicans senators all agreo 
that there is no time during this session 
for any extensive revision of the currency. 


They aro reudy to support a bill author- 


izing tho issue of bonds to relieve the 
treasury requirements. But aa tho silver 
senators on both aldoa of the chamber will 
antagonize such a proposition, it Is not 
deemed expedient, owing to tho short time 
that remains of tho session, to attoinpt 
such legislation, 


Senator Hill remarked yesterday thab he 


thought It was possible for tho senate to 
pass some kind of a bill that would bring 
relief to the treasury. 
It is said thab he 


has been engaged for soino time in pre- 
paring suih measure, but the naburo of it 
has nob been disclosed to any one. 


There has been a rumor about the Capi- 


tol that President Cleveland 
intends 


shortly to send a special message to con 
gross urging some klud of action on the 
currency question. 
It is said that he 


thinks well of the Sherman bill. 
If ho 


should advise oongrase to pass some such 
measure as thab ho would receive the cor- 
dial support of nearly all tho financiers in 
and out of congress.
